PUSHES FLAG BILL. 


+ Martin , Urges His Measure Against 
Misuse of the Emblem. 


Apgeial. to. The New, York Fimea, 

WASHINGTON, Feb: “1, Support is 
gathering around the House bill to pro- 
hibit the use of the American flag by 
the merchant ‘ships of a belligerent as a 
ruse to escape, an enemy’s war vessel. 
This bill, which was introduced by. Rep- 
resentative Martin of South Dakota, 
proposes a fine of from $10,000 to $100,- 
000 upon the ship-Captain who makes 
such a use of the United States flag, 
and the seigure or libeling of the vessel 
on its first subsequent appéarance in an 
American port. 

In the House today *Mr. Martin pre- 
sentea an exhaustive report prepared at 
the Naval War College at Newport in 
1906 covering the whole subject of the 
use of flags in war as a ruse to deceive 
the enemy. It was shown that usage of 
land and sea had differed as far back 
as rules of war had been made and ob- 
served. The fighting on-land being at 
close range, it had been the rule to dis- 
countenance "the flying of any flags ex- 
cept those of the actual combatants by 
their own forces and the use of the 
enemy’s flag to deceive was discounte- 
nanced as against the rules of civilized 
warfare. But at sea such a use of fi 

Was permitted. The consensus of m 

ern opinion, according to the Newport 
report, is that a neutral has a right to 
protest against the misuse of its ag:

REPRISAL MAY DECIDE CASE. 


Wilhelmina Cargo Might Be Held 
Because of Submarine Blockade.

LONDON, Friday, Feb. 12.—With par- 
ticular reference to the case of the Wil- 
helmina THs New York Times corre-
